ous .exchange of, charge and counter-charge. The 
subject oE dispute was., the lai.ds oC the I'ueblo 
Indians of New Mexico. 
Those Indians number 


between eight and nine thousand and they live in 
about twenty villages or pueblos. They own farm 
lands which they obtained several centuries ago- 
by grants from the Spanish crown. These grants 
have been'confirmed by the United Ktates gov- 
ernment and the supremo court has held that the 
Indians cannot alienate their lands.

None the less, in one'way and another, large 


parts of the lands have been alienated. Americans 
and Mexicans have squalled 'on them. 
In some 


cases whole towns have grown tip on them.

a result the Indians have, in some of the pueblos, 
not enough land lo raise the 'food they need.

much increase of the Indian population,

A measure was introduced in congress to "settle 


the differences between the Indians anil the squat- 
ters on their lands. Jt soon became apparent that 
this measure would tend to deprive the Indiana 
of 'a part of the little lunil they still had, and 
would hasten tho day when the: i'ueblos would be 
broken up altogether, j Friends OL' Die Indians in 
the west charged that the whole thing was a plot 
of land-grabbers; and they also implied that the 
Bureau ot Indian Affairs was friendly to the 
policy embodied in the bill. 
The commissioner 


of Indian affairs, the secretary of the interior, the 
chairman of the house .committee and others re- 
plied wrathfully to these charges, characterizing 
theni as "insidious propaganda."

oC Irritation was aired and r.iuch white paper 
covered. 
A.s a result, no bill at nil was passed 


and the issue remains to be decided in the next 
congress.

It seems to be recognized by both parties to 


the dispute that ail of thB squatters cannot be 
ejected from tho Indian lands, and tho Indians 
themselves do not ask this. 
They ask for the 


passage oC a measure, 
introduced 
by 
tSenator 


Jones of New .Mexico, which, provides for the re- 
clamation for arid Indian lands, so that both the 
Indians and the squatters can be given title'to all 
their lands they need. It is hard to see why this 
should not be the just solution of tho problem, 
especially i\9 the reclamation work would soon 
pay for itself through tho sale of water rights. 
It is also hard to soo why so much bitterness 
should be engendered, until one reads the hear- 
ings and gets the idea of the opposing camps. 


The battle on behalf of the Indians •fcas fought 


officially by the Indian welfare committee of the 
General Federation of Women's clubs, but many 
of these most active in advocating their^cause 
were artists, writers and scientists who spend all 
or a part of their time in Now Mexico and other 
parts of the southwest. To these men and wom- 
en the Indians arc primarily a picturesque rem- 
nant o£ primitive life. 
In the southwest ther.e 


are now colonies of artists 
numbering 
several 


hundred, and all oE them use the I'uobloi and 
their homes and dances to some extent as sub- 
jects; Poets have gone to the southwest for in- 
spiration and have found it in tho life of the In- 
dians. Musicians have set down their songs and 
archeloglsts Jiave found them a priceless mine of 
informatlon'about barbaric life and art. 


All of these' people want the Indians kept as 


the~y are. 
They do not want them made into citi- 


zens and lost in tho general mass o£ the popula- 
tion. They regard the Pueblos just as nearly all 
Americans have come to look upon Yellowstone 
Park, and the'big trees of 
California, 
and 
the 


re^nr.ant of the 
buffalo., herd—as treasures for 


art and science which should be preserved for 
posterity.

In addition to the undeniable advantages, from 


the scientific and artistic viewpoint, ot keeping 
the Indians as they a^re, the advocates of this 
policy havo t\;o other strong arguments on t he'll1 
side. One is that tho Indians want to bo allowed 
lo go their immemorial' way, and the other is 
that they are not really fitted by nature to go 
any other way. 
They have no jjlft for business. 


They do not stand confinement. 
Give them land 


and assure them permanent possession of it, and 
they will ta)co care of themselves, asking nothing 
ot any~bne.

Now, 
whatever 'may be lihe truth about the 


charge of a political land-grabber plot, and who- 
ever may be responsible Jor it if there is one, the 
United.States government: hus always pursued a 
very different policy with regard io the Indians 
from -that outlined above. , It 
has 
established 


schools for Che Indians, given them modern farm 
machinery, and tried, to make, them into thrifty 
American farmers."'Tho idea has always been ul- 
timately to make the Indian a citizen. 
It has 


contemplated his absorption into the general pop- 
ulation. 


The Pueblos,-more than any other Indians, have 


resisted this effort:'to Americanize them. 
Many 


of them go to tho Indian schools, but when they 
return to tho pueblos they revert to their former 
condition. 'TJiey go to church on Sunday, and on 
Monday perhaps they hold a pagan .dunce. 
As 


far as possible', tho Indians stick to the methods 
of agriculture .the* .nssd before the ,time of Co- 
lumbus. They decline to be reconstructed. 


This is discouraging to the government officials, 


'many of whom arc honest, competent and sin- 
cere. 
They feel they are doing 
their 
best 
to 


bring the Indian tho blessings of American civil- 
ization, and that the Indian does not' appreciate 
them. 
Now these artist fellows and poets and 


scientists come, along and give the Indians aid 
and comfort in their passive resistance to the one- 
hundred per cent American doctrine. 
It is irri- 


tating to everybody, including the. Indian. 


One or the other of these policies, it is clear, 


must win and be .recognized, for they are funda- 
mentally irreconcilable.
